WOMAN MURDERED 
AT MONT ALTO 


William Reed Kills Woman in Dm- 


im Room 
of 
State 
Forestry 


School. Admits Crime sod Gives 


himself ti Authorities. 


W illiam Reed, son of the late W il­ 
liam H. Reed, living about two miles 
above Mont Alto, 
in the mountain, 
shot and almost instantly killed Sadie 
Hurley at tbs Pennsylvania State For- 
eatry Academy on Tuesday morning 
about 0 o'clock. 
Three revolver bul­ 
lets were fired, one lodging 
in the 
skull, one in her neck and one in ber 
heart, any one of which would likely 
have proved fatal. 
Reed gave himself up and was 
taken to Chambersburg to jail, to get 
a hearing later. 
Reed is a man of about 41 years of 
age and the yount woman of near the 
■ame age, rather a prepossessing and 
bright person She had been employed 
for about six months past as a domes­ 
tic servant at the State Forestry Aca­ 
demy. 
Prior to that time the young 
woman lived with Reed 
up in the 
mountain bot about October or Novem­ 
ber last she went to the Foreetry Aca­ 
demy for work, which she obtained, 
and he remained in 
the 
mountain 
laboring. 
Tuesday morning be went to tbe 
Academy and to tbe kitchen. 
At that 
tim# breakfast was ever and there was 
nobody about tbe kitchen except H im 
Hurley as far as is now known, and 
just what occurred is not known. 
Tbe matron of the Academy, Miss 
Conklin, was in the garden and beard 
tbe three shots and ran iuto tbe bouse. 
Miss Margaret 
Bricker, 
one of tbe 
maids bad been in tbe kitchen and had 
just left as Reed entered. 
Miss 
Bricker was buying bread from George 
Mi ley, tbe Moot Alto flaker, and turn 
ing went into tbe building just as the 
three shots rang out. 
As Wiley was driving away Reed 
came out of tbe kitchen and sticking 
bis big revolver into his pocket he told 
Miley “ I have just shot Sadie and 
have done for b er." 
Mi ley hastened 
to send word to tbe village and Road 
turning deliberately walked 
to that 
place, meeting Romaine Small, aud 
told him that be bad shot aud killed 
the woman. Later he went to tbe office 
of Magistrate H. M. Small wbere be 
confessed tbe murder and gave himself 
up, later being taken to jail in Cham­ 
bersburg. 
Tbe girl fell just beside the table ie 
tbe dining room and as far as can be 
learned never spoke a word after she 
entered that room having staggered 
from tbe kitcben tbrongb tbe door into 
tbe dining room. 
Just what WBS the motive for the 
crime is not known. 
Reed denies that 
be asked Mila Hurley to accompany 
him back to tbe mountain. 
He said 
that bis principal mission was to have 
her till him wbere some of hi* pro 
party was. 
The victim ut Reed's deed was m ar­ 
ried a number of Years ago to a man 
by the name of Matthneu who left ber 
and la now thought to be living in the 
ast. 
Tbffy bad a daughter who is 
now about 9 years old and residea in 
Franklin county. 
Following her hus­ 
band'a desertion the woman took ber 
naiden name again and was known as 
Miss Hurley. 
Her mother lives in 
Chambersburg where she is employed 
at a hotel.

The sources of water 
supply tegether with those of tbe milk 
and ice furnished to New Oxford and 
surrounding townships will 
come in 
for their share of attention. The de­ 
partm ent's representative will spend 
some time in tbe east end town before 
preparing his report. 
The cases of typhoid fever 
in and 
about New Oxford have been met suc­ 
cessfully by the physicians in attend 
ance and not a single death from tbe 
disease bas occurred in the town while 
only one has occurred in the 
vicinity.

The State Senate Appropriations 
Committee hat reported two appropria­ 
tions for the Gettysburg 
Battlefield 
Memorial Commission,one for $40,00(1. - 
OO. and the other for $20,147.91. 
The first sum, if finally appropriat­ 
ed, is to be used for the erection of 
eight statues on the pedestals about the 
sides of 
Pennsylvania's 
handsome 
memorial. 
The statues are to be of 
bronze and will include one to Ahra 
bam Lincoln and one to War Governor 
Curtin. 
A portion of the appropre 
lion will also be used for the work of 
laying out driveways and paths in the 
four acre plot about the monument. 
Ten thousand dollars in excess of tile 
amount appropriated was asked. 
Tbe appropriation ot $20,147.91 is to 
defray the deficit incurred in the ex­ 
penses incident to tbe dedication of 
toe monument on iSeptemtier 27 last 
and to pay for tbe correction of a num­ 
ber of mistakes on the bronze tablets

the memorial.

Discussing the question “Which la 
the b itter sow for the breeder, the old 
sow or the gilt?" William Dietrich of 
the Illinois station, author of “Swine 
Breeding,” says in Farm and Fireside: 
I think, a* a rule, an old or m ature 
sow will produce a larger litter than a 
young sow. 
Sometimes also an old 
sow will have a better developed ud­ 
der and can raise a better litter of 
pigs than a young sow. 
The latter, 
however, Is not alw ays true, and the 
reverse frequently occurs. 
In order to have a good old sow she 
m ust be properly developed when she 
is young—that Is, she must be properly 
fed and must raise a sufficient num­ 
ber of pigs during the first one or tw o 
periods of lactation. 
In other words, 
lf a sow has only a few pigs In the 
first one or two litters the chances are 
thnf only the parts of the udder used 
then will become developed and the 
rem ainder will liecome dormant, so th at 
she will not lie able to develop more 
go<id pigs afterw ard than she raises! 
during the first one or two litters. 
I believe In the policy of keeping all 
good old sows as long as they are 
g o o d producers. 
Even though young 
sows are carefully selected, there are 
always a number of inferior oues In 
the bunch. 
In fact, there are never 
more than a few outstanding good 
sows In any bunch of gilts that may 
lie selected, and. furtherm ore, this can­ 
not Hi ways lie recognised until after 
hnvlng raised the first Utter. * Some 
may not be able to produce large lit­ 
ters. others may not breed at all, and 
still others may not lie able to give 
sufficient milk. and so on. 
Conse­ 
quently n herd of sows should be se­ 
lected In the first place before they 
are brod so as to breed nothing but 
the tiest ones. and these should he se­ 
lected again after raising the first lit­ 
ter and all the good ones kept. 
Again, sows should be selected at 
weaning time and fed for breeding. If 
they are fed along with the market 
hogs till the latter go to market the 
chances are that they will he Injured 
for future breeding purposes. 
In regard to an old sow tieing able 
to get through the winter on less feed 
that a young sow.

HUNDREDS HAVE BEEN KILLED 


Starters For Ripening Croom. 
A starter Is nothing more or iesa than 
well ripened skimmilk containing • 
large nu miler of lactic acid bacterin. 
It Is added to the cream for the pur­ 
pose of giving It the right flavor and 
hastening the development of lactic 
acid 
It can be prepared In several 
ways. 
One Is to select the milk from 
a fresh cow. tieing careful to put the 
milk In sterilized vessels and keep free 
from all foreign material, 
lf desired 
It can tie separated and then the skim­ 
milk set away and kept at a tem pera­ 
ture of 70 degrees until It has thicken­ 
ed. 
This ripened milk Is called the 
m other starter, which may be added 
to the sterilized skltmullk for the por­ 
poise of producing a larger amount of 
starter. This Is kept at a tem perature 
of 70 degrees until It starts to thicken. 
In the m anufacture of starter it la 
quite necessary that everything which 
comes in contact with the milk la thor­ 
oughly clean. 
Boling w ater or steam 
is the best m aterial for eternizing 
vessels.

No m atter whether yon choose the 
Berkshire, Poland Cbiua, buroo Jersey 
or O. I. C. as your favorite breed of 
hogs, when they go upon the block 
they are practically all the same, the 
lard ty|ie of hog. says the K ansas 
Farmer. 
One is sometimes led to 
wonder lf there Is not more room In 
the corn belt for the bacon type aa 
well. The different breeds of the lard 
ty(ie are splendid and have done more 
for this country jierhaps than any 
other money making machine, but all 
men are not alike, and many prefer 
some one of the ha con breed*.

Alfalfa For Dairy Caws. 
Professor C. C. Hayden of the dairy 
departm ent of the illinois College of 
Agriculture, speaking recently on “Al­ 
falfa From the Feeding Standpoint,** 
showed the tMouomy In using alfalfa In 
a ration for dairy cows. 
The Illinois 
experiment station recently completed 
an experiment which shows that a ra­ 
tion for dairy cows containing ten 
pounds of alfalfa hay produces 17 per 
cent more milk than the same ration 
with timothy substituted for alfalfa 
The teat showed alfalfa to have nearly 
the same feeding value aa bran, au ex 
pensive concentrate, and the former 
keeps the anim als in a much better 
physical condition. 


Rape Excellent For Iambi. 
The Wisconsin experiment station 
found rape an excellent crop to cut 
and feed green to breeding ewes and 
lambs lu July, when pastures were 
failing. 
Experim ents at this station 
Indicate that best results ara obtained 
by cutting the plant four Inches from 
the ground. The stum ps readily sprout 
and produce succeeding crops.

Many Americans Slain In Flares Street 


Fight and Bullets 8lay and Wound 


Non-Combatants In 
Center 
of 
Cl 


Paso. 
El Paso, Tex., May IO.—The third 
day’* fighting in Juarez opened with a 
I desperate onalatight by Madero’a In- 
1 aurreotos in the strongholds in the 
i center of the city held by General 
N avarro’s garrison. It is said hundreds 
have been killed and wounded. 
Supported by superior artillery, the 
loyal troops held the rebels In check 
most of the day, but the latter, pour­ 
ing Into the city from the foothills 
and from every direction and advanc­ 
ing by rushes, occupying houses in 
their advance, finally gained the ten 
ter of the city. 
Many 
Americans 
enrolled in the 
rebel rauks were killed and a num ber) 
were shot in El Paso, despite efforts 
of the United States troops to keep 
the crowds of spectators back from J 
.the banks of the Rio Grande, the nat­ 
ural International border. 
Throughout the day the fighting did 
not cease for a minute. Thousands of 
cartridges were 
expended, hundreds 
of shrapnel shells were exploded be­ 
tween the Mexican brothers in an en- 
! deavor each to exterm inate the other. 
Back and forth they fought, first the 
insurrectos 
gaining and carrying a 
trench, then tailing back under the 
heavy fire of the rallying federals. The 
Insurrectos fought their way into the 
heart of the town, captured the bull 
ring and Cowboy park. Then they ad­ 
vanced slowly against the main strong­ 
hold of the federals in the old church, 
the postoffice, the jail and the munici­ 
pal buildings, ail grouped around the 
Hidalgo plaza. 
Every inch of the route was con­ 
tested, and it was a slow, steady fight. 
Darting from behind one adobe wall 
to the other, the insurre<tos advanced. 
Falling back from one roof to another, 
the 
federals 
retreated into the big 
buildings that gave them safety. 


Rebel* Fire Buildings. 
The 
insurrectos 
used 
their 
two 
home-made cannon with splendid ef­ 
fect, except that they had black pow­ 
der and their smoke easily drew the 
fire of the federals. The Insurrectos 
were able to silence the federal big \ 
guns in most instances after they got 
into the city, and for a time the fed­ 
erals had nothing 
more than their 
rifles and hand grenades for the de­ 
fense of the town. In the middle of the 
afternoon the federals got a field gun 
onto the roof of the old church and 
drove the insurrectos back from the 
old plaza to the trenches near the 
river, firing shrapnel at them as they 
fled. Two of the shrapnel shells fell 
into Kl Paso, one in the yard of the 
El Paso laundry and one into the 
Bant* Fe stock yards. The bursting 
shrapnel 
scattered 
the 
insurrectoa 
and killed and wounded many of them. 
As the insurrectos fell back they be 
gan to set fire to the buildings about 
the plaza. The torch was applied to 
the postoffice. The fire spread rapidly 
and soon started In another part of 
the city. 
Throughout the fighting the casual­ 
ties were heavy on both aides, and the 
wounded and dying were left In the 
hot sun. without food, water or medi­ 
cal attention. There were two doctors 
with either command, and as the flg'it- 
Ing was at close quarters the wound­ 
ed fell thick. 
On an arrangem ent between Colonel 
Steever, of the United States army, 
commanding the border 
guard, and 
Senor Torres, Mexican consul in El 
Paso, many of the wounded, who had 
managed to reach the international 
bridges and had been held back by 
th e United States troops, were allowed 
to come to El Paso hospitals. These 
included several Americans. 
Th* 
contending 
forces in Juarez 
have no hospital organization or medi 
cal corps, so that the wounded are for 
the most part left without any more 
attention than can be had from their 
unskilled comrades. 
Dead and Wounded L it In Street*. 
Lying in the 
streets, under 
the 
broiling sun, begging for water, gap 
ing wounds draining their life blood 
and staining 
the 
ground crimson 
scores of fighting men of both arm ies 
give tragic evidence of devotion to a 
cause aud loyalty to a purpose—-the 
last and highest devotion of which hu­ 
man kind is capable. 
Death has already claimed several 
hundred, it is declared Literally shot 
to pieces, brains scattered, organ* 
blown out, the dead lie where they 
have fgallen. 
So fierce is the fighting that neither 
aide will permit a m om ent’s truce for 
a hospital corps under a white flag to 
remove the wounded and dead bodies 
from the zone of fire. 
The city of Juarez Is practically de­ 
serted except for the federals and the 
rebels. The American patrol on the 
El Paso side of the river perm its wo­ 
men and children to come across at 
any tim e In any num bers 
seeking 
safety. 
The Juarez sausage factory, a new 
industry, was burned, as was a big 
building east of Juarez. These were 
followed by the burning of the post­ 
office and other buildings. 
Bullets have been falling In El Paeo 
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ail day and another El Pasoan was 
killed. 
Vina ent 
Pasedes, 
nineteen 
Years old, a burlier, standing in the 
door of ills home in the International 
rooming house, was shot through the 
neart and killed immediately by a ball 
from the Mexican side of the river. 
His sister was standing near him when 
he was shot. 
Mrs. Macedonia Garcia, while stand­ 
ing in a room at her home on Ninth 
street, was struck in the shoulder by 
a stray bullet from the Mexican side. 
It c ame out of her neck. 
While on her way to church, Ynez 
Murola, aged eighty-four years, was 
struck in the* head by a stray bullet 
and severely injured. 
Dei mon leo Alarcon, who lives near 
Washington Park, was struck in the 
back while standing in an alley. He 
may not recover. 
Jesus Varela, a girl, eleven years of 
age. wan struck by a stray bullet while 
in bed at her home on Seventh street. 
She is not seriously injured.

REBELS CAPTURE TIA JUANA 


Taks Town In Lower California After 
a Long Fight. 
San Diego, (’al.. May IO.—Tis Juana, 
l^ower California, near the California 
line, was captured by the insurrectos 
after a fight which lasted a day aud a 
night. 
Many are dead and wounded on 
both sides. It is Impossible to learn 
definitely how many have been killed, 
as the United States troops at the 
line refuse to allow any one to cross 
into the Mexican town 
The attack was a complete surprise 
to the federal forces. Confident that 
the flanking party of forty men sent 
out of Tia Juana had forced the reb­ 
els to retire, the defenders were rest­ 
ing in supposed security when the as­ 
sault (ame. All but one or two of the 
federal flanking party are thought to 
have been killed or wounded 
The 
federal 
force 
pressed on and was 
drawn into a trap and practically ex­ 
terminated 


FIGHTING AT SALTILLO 


Battle Has Been Raging For Two 
Days—Rebels Capture Concepcion. 
],aredo, Tex., May IO.—Battles be­ 
tween federals and insurrectos have 
been fought at Saltillo, the secoud 
largest city in tile Mate of Couahlla, 
and Concepcion in Ute same state, ac­ 
cording to teports brought in by pas­ 
sengers and trainmen reac hing hero. 
The fight at Saltillo has been In 
progress for two days and was beiug 
fought at its h e i g h t when the north­ 
bound train left that city. 
The engagement at Conc eption WM 
short and decisive. The meager de­ 
tails of the fight there, which were 
picked up at the station when the 
train was passing through, Indicate 
that the federals were overwhelmed 
and that the insurrectoa were on the 
point of entering into possession of 
the town. 


TAFT’S POLICY UNCHANGED 


Army at Border Will Enforce tho Neu­ 
trality Laws. 
Washington, May IO. — President 
Taft made known ilia determination 
to continue his policy of non-interfer­ 
ence in the Mexican revolution so long 
as there remains any hope of a set­ 
tlement of affairs there and protection 
of American lite anti property through 
other means than armed intervention. 
Though the renewal of hostilities at 
Juarez has troubled the president a 
great deal, he is Bt ill far from the end 
of his patience and has no intention 
as yet of abandoning his efforts to 
keep the fighting away from the bor­ 
der line and to keep American resi­ 
dents of border towns away from the 
danger zone when fighting is in pro­ 
gress. 
The confidential reports of the war 
department state that revolution ex­ 
ists in all lint two of the states in 
Mexico and that only a few of them 
seem to have any connection with the 
Madera revolution This situation in­ 
creases the difficulty in handling the 
question, as there is no reliable head 
that can be dealt with. The president 
went over the situation with the cabi­ 
net. The rejairts received by the war 
department were submitted by Secre­ 
tary Dickinson, but no statement was 
made as tp any decision made. 


Declare* We Are the Degenerate 9one 


of Noble Sires if We Refuse to Pro­ 


tect Lives of Americans Along the 
Texas Border. 


Washington, 
May 
IO. — Senator 
Stone, of Missouri, broke loose in the 
senate again, urging the adoption of 
a resolution which in the opinion of 
many senators would amount to a de­ 
claration of war against Mexico. 
Senator Stone called attention to 
tile further killing of Americans on 
United States soil by Mexican bullets, 
and appealed to the senate committee 
on foreign relations to report out his 
resolution introduced some time ago 
giving the president authority to use 
the aimed forces of the United States 
in his discretion for the protection of 
American Hie along the border. 
Senator Stone's speech was more 
sensational even than the one deliv­ 
ered by bim on the same subject some 
days ago. In reply to the criticism of 
bis colleagues, the Missouri seua or 
fired this shot: 
‘ The tear of war seems to be the 
letetrent that holds these senators in 
rheck. 
They say they are not willing 
to take the chance of war, even though 
American citizens are in dire need of 
protection and even if American wo- 
men and children are being killed on 
the border. 
“There was a time in the history of 
the nation when Americans were made 
of rugged stuff and would take the 
hazard of war to protect the life and 
liberty of a single c itlzen when in 
danger. Then the American flag was 
an emblem' of protection to American 
citizenship. 
Are we today made of 
such soft material that we are afraid 
to lift our hands to protect the life of 
American people for fear of war? 
If 
that be true, then we are tile degen­ 
erate sons of noble sires.” 
Senator Stone began his set speech 
by referring in detail to the fatalities 
from Mexican bullets at El Paso. 
”If fighting is renewed today,” said 
he, ‘ all we can do Is to wait with 
bated breath and dread apprehension 
to hear how many Americ an women 
and children are made the victims of 
the bloody onslaught. I say all we can 
do is to wait for news, for, judging to­ 
day by yesterday, and the future by 
the past, our government does not in­ 
tend to lift a hand for protection of 
its own people in tbeii own homes. It 
is the misfortune of these good people 
that they live In Texas on the Ameri­ 
can bank of the Rio Grande. It may 
i»e that in addition to Mauser bullets 
this fair city of the lame Star State 
may be swept by shrapnel and can 
Mister and by galling guns and by 
cannoli ball. For mercy’s sake, I hope 
not, but as our government does not 
Intend to lift a hand for the protection 
of our people, the Mexican soldiery 
can work their bloody havoc apparent­ 
ly without fear of responsibility to 
us.” 
Senator Stone added that when he 
had protested on the floor of the sen­ 
ate against the outrages perpetrated 
on Americans at Douglas, Ariz., he 
had been surprised and mortified to 
find not (inly that he stood alone, but 
that many distinguished senators were 
ready to criticise and reproach him.

•OMC PRUNING SUGGESTIONS. 
The Aret two or three yearn’ prun­ 
ing of an orchard of young trees la 
the moat im portant aa determining the , 
framework and shape which the treaa 
will have In later yearn. 
Allowed to 
develop at will. apple and pear aa well 
as peach trees grow too tall and lack 
strength aud sturdiness of bead and 
limb. 
The first pruning to secure the 
desired results should consist In cut- 1 
ting the yearling trees back to a 
height of about twenty Inches within 
a week after they are set o u t 
This 
will cause the little trees to throw out 
from them three to five or six lateral 
shoots. 
These should be allowed to 
grow without lnterfereucefluring the 
Aret see son 
In the early fall, lf It la 
desired to hasten the m aturing of the 
wood, one may trim these branches 
back to a length of from twelve to 
fifteen Inc bee. depending eomewhat 
upon the vigor and size of the tree. 
More frequently this job la put over 
until the April and May following— j 
about now 
In doing this cutting one 
should be guided by the habit of the j 
tree, 
lf a vertical grower one should 
prune to outside buds, while lf the 
tree Is of a spreading variety, like the I 
•pltxenburr. one should prune to In­ 
side buds, which will throw the sub­ 
sequent shoots In Instead of o u t The 
beet orchardists favor the vase shaped 
or open crown because It lets the sun­ 
shine color the fruit and gives when 
mature a tree that la low growing and 
easy alike to spray and to prune and 
whose fruit Is easy to thin and har­ 
vest. The pruning a year later should 
be of the same general character and 
a good half or more of the new growth 
be cut tack. 
This treatm ent will give 
a strong and sturdy head or frame, 
which later will glv# the tree suffi­ 
cient strength, except In rare case*, to 
bear its burden of fruit w ithout much 
propping 
During

the fingers or a sharp knife, lf the or* 
chard has arrived at an aga when It 
ought to bear and does not, summer 
pruning may be adopted during the 
month of July. 
Thla discourages a 
growth of wood and encourages the 
netting of fruit buds for the following 
season. 
This same treatm ent may ta 
adopted 
with 
any 
m ature orchard 
where the trees are shapely and where 
It la not necessary to encourag# the 
growth of wood for the formation of 
new tope. 
In the case of th* peach 
trees the pruning should ta rather 
heavy. Including not only a cutting 
back of half or more of the previous 
year's growth, but a thinning out of at 
least a third of its branches. 
Fruit 
buda form on wood of the previous 
season’* growth, so that pruning has 
a very direct Influence on fruit bear­ 
ing 
With the peach tree aa with the 
apple sud pear, the br'»ad spreading, 
low headed tree is desirable, ss well as 
the ojten crown, which will let In the 
sunshine to color and rl(**u the fruit. 
While general din* tlous such as the 
above may ta given it I*. well to re­ 
member that trees, like folk’*, have an 
individuality both of habit and form; 
hence each should be studied -.-palate 
ly and ta pruned and bandied accord­ 
ingly. 
T ree* are wonderfully regain- 
sire. aud It is remarkable what one 
can do In helping them to a beautiful 
aa well as useful development 
Prun­ 
ing should usually ta in a ratio to the 
rapidity of growth of the tree. which 
| | turn de|M*nd* upon richness of soil, 


abundance of moisture and length of 
the growing season.

He says that places of large salary — 
those at the top—ar* wlll-o'-the-wlsi*. 
elusive and disappointing and do uot 
satisfy the longing of the cue who 
covets them 
Ile will soon retire to a 
flue farm he has and there devote his 
energy and brains to a scientific till­ 
ing of the soil and to ralaing the finest 
of blooded stock 
It la a wholesome 
picture, and we need more men possess 
ed of this ms a’s judgment aud the 
good sense to carry such a plan Into 
eiecutlon.

OOO Each Year. 


6000 ROADS ARE THE KEY. 


H it Land Would Increase In Value and 
the Hauling of His Produoo to M ar­ 
ket Would Ro Easier and Quiokor if 
tho Rooda Wore In Bettor Condition. 
Schools Also Would Improve. 


The profit th a t good roads would 
pay tho farm ers of the country would 
am ount to 
the enormous total of 
1300,000,000 rn year, according to B. W. 
Jam es, United States highway engi­ 
neer. 
The history of nations, Mr. 
Jam es says, proves that good roads 
are Indispensable features of public 
economy. 
‘T h o coit of transportation to tho 
farm er la Im portant.” aa.va Mr. Jam es. 
"It la estim ated that the cost to the 
farm ers of the United States of m ar­ 
keting farm products Is about fiflOO,- 
000,000 annually. 
This charge Is a 
dead load carried by the farm er. It Is 
not like a fertiliser bill. 
If you spend 
$1,200 a year on guano or cottonseed 
meal fertilisers you may expect to get 
It back In Increased crops- 
T h e farm er who hauls his produce 
ten miles to m arket gets no more for 
It than the man who haole fire miles. 
There Is little traceable connection 
between the cost to the farm er of m ar­ 
keting his crop and what he gets for 
It. 
TIM only way to make money on 
your transportation la by cutting down 
your transportation charges. 
To haul 
more cheaply you mnst m ake your 
hauling easier, bo able to bani heavier 
loads, ta able to haul more rapidly. 
"The only way to reach these tran s­ 
portation expenses and reduce them la 
through 
the 
medium 
of 
Improved 
roads. 
You can’t feed your stock less; 
you can’t drive your anim als faster; 
you can’t load your wagons heavier 
on your present poor roads. 
The only 
thing that rem ains Is to improve tho 
roads. 
"A farm er of eland. Elmore county, 
Alo., kept a record of his hauling 
to and from hit m arket town. W etum p­ 
ka. for one year. He made 120 tripe 
and rated them a t $2 per trip, figuring 
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Town Buy* a R o ller and Crushe r. 
The town board of Galen. N Y , baa 
purchaneda leu ton Buffalo road roller.

HOO CHOLERA SYMPTOMS. 


•igns That Indieats Presence of Dread 
Disease. 
All cases of hog cholera do not show 
the typical symptoms. 
Generally two 
or possibly three hogs appear dum p­ 
ish, the eyes watery. 
L ater the lids 
may become adherent. There may be 
a slight discharge from the nostrils. 
In the course of a week or ten days 
these hogs go off their feed and are 
attacked by diarrhea. 
The dischargee 
from the bowels vary in color from 
black to grayish, are w atery and of a 
very offensive odor. They now appear 
tucked up in the flanks and possibly 
thum ping may be noted. They rapidly 
become thin In flesh and finally too 
weak to move about, craw l under 
nome straw and die. In a few days 
others become sick. Those I hat are first 
attacked now begin to die. and injthe 
course of three or four weeks most of 
the herd may have succumbed to the 
malady unless remedial agents are ad­ 
m inistered and the ravages of the dis­ 
ease are checked. Pneum onia may ac­ 
company the disease, and when if Is 
present there may ta noted accelerat­ 
ed respiration and a short, hacking 
cough. 
There may be noted red or purple 
patches, particularly along the belly 
or (Tanks. This Is particularly noticed 
In w hite skinned bogs. The ears may 
become Inflamed and appear red and 
swollen. W hen the hog Is opened small 
hemorrhages may be observed on the 
thorax and abdom inal cavity. 
Very 
small hem orrhages may ta noted In 
the kidneys. The lymph glanda (ker­ 
nels) may show hem orrhages In them. 
When the tanc* are cut open the sof­ 
ter, spongy parts may appear reddish 
black, due to hemorrhages. 
If the 
stomach 
and 
intestines be 
opened 
areas In the stom ach will ta noted 
bright rev!. Thin Is an area of inflam­ 
mation. but may not alw ays bo pres­ 
ent. The Inflammation may affect only 
a part of the stomach. This inflamma­ 
tion may extend into the Intestines. 
If the colon or large Intestines ta 
opened there may ta found ulcers 
varying Iii diam eter tip to one-half 
Inch. 
These usually appear button­ 
like and an* hence sometimes called 
button ulcers.

hill. sand from the valley below will 
ta blown against them lu a steady 
stream, until the wool Is permeated. 
A Hoise which I* not soaked with 
manure or that Is free from weeds 
and sand I* considered to ta clean. 
even it it is not as bright In appear­ 
ance a* might ta desired. 


R e a r in g the Calf.

This dried blood Is 
sold at most feed stores. 
In case it 
can uot ta obtained a table*|>oonful 
of common salt will ta found very ef 
feet Ive. 
Teach the calf to eat grain after It 
is four or five weeks old. 
I*et It go 
without o n e feed of milk, so It will ta 
hungry, and place a few grains lu the 
calfs mouth, 
lf you bold up Its head 
It soon learns to chew the grain.— Kan 
sa* Farmer. 


Paralysis From Overfeeding. 
Paralysis In swine most often fol­ 
lows overfeeding of rich nitrogeneoua 
foods to animals that are closely con 
fined. 
Pigs do best wheti allowed a 
considerable range and not fed too 
highly. As this affection, says Farm 
cr*’ Digest. Involves the spinal cord. 
it Is not only Hallie to prove fatal, but 
is not. as a rule. satisfactorily treated. 
First remove the cause. Cut down the 
feed and allow plenty of range, and If 
not fed ti** titarally they will forage 
about and get exercise. 
Young pigs 
only partially 
paralyzed 
will often 
come right treat ell as above advised 


Necessity For Good Siree. 
Good sire* are very essential lf hogs 
of the highest quality are to ta grown 
and a uniformly profitable herd built 
up. Only pure bred l*>ar* should ta 
kept. and these should,ta carefully se 
laded to Insure prepotency, qnullty 
and soundness.
